IMPORTANCE OF CORRECT PARTY LEADERSHIP DISCUSSED 
Hangzhou ZHEJIANG RIBAO in Chinese 20 Mar 81 p 3

the Masses?" 


[Text] Previously, we spoke of party leadership being the guarantee that the four 
modernization constructions will be carried out. This is an historical conclusion. 
It is aleo an indisputable and unehakable truth. But some comrades ask: What is 
party leadership? What does the party depend on to lead? These questions look very 
simple, but are really very complicated; or rather, the answers are easy to give, 
but difficult to carry out in practice. In regard to these questions, we have ex- 
perience and we have learned some lessons; we recognize the problem--there was a 
“leftiet” influence and there was interference and damage by Lin Biao and the "gang 
of four.” What did the Lin Biao and “gang of four" bands call leadership? It 
relied on superstition, power and influence, and a system of compulsion in its im- 
plementation. Lenin once said that leadership does not depend on superstitition, 
and “does not depend on power, but rather depends on prestigious, resolute and 
abundant experience, on work in many areas, and on superior talent." Literally, 
what is called leadership is providing an example and showing the way. Through all 
the experience and lessons of more than 50 years of party building, generally there 
have been three main aspects of correct leadership that the party has given to the 
broad masses: first, reliance on the correctness of party theory and line; second, 
reliance on the vanguard model role and the excellent work style of the party; and, 
third, in the last analysis, reliance on the ability of the party to plan for the 
good of the people. I shall explain these separately. 


Chairman Mao said: "The theoretical base which guides our thinking is Marxism- 
Leninism.” Our party was born under the guidance of Marxism-Leninism and it matured 
and strengthened under the guidance of Marxism-Leninism. In the past, that which 
enabled us to lead the people of the entire nation in tearing down the Three Great 
Mountains [imperialism, feudalism, bureacratic capitalism] and to achieve the victory 
of the democratic revolution was correct theory; and after the establishment of the 
People's Republic of China, that which enabled us to achieve the victory of the 
socialist revolution and constructions was likewise correct theory. All the people 
of the necion dearly love the CCP and support the CCP, not because the name 

"Chine e Communist Party" is pleasant sounding, but because the theory behind the 
CCP is correct and the goal for which it struggles is glorious. Theory is the 





foundation tor eatablishing the line, Along with the correct theory, one must also 
have the correct line, principles, and policies, and moreover, must guide the broad 
masses in working hard to thoroughly tmplement the line, principles, and pol'‘cies 
of the party. Some comrades underatand leadership as aimply leading the masses tu 
act, or mistakenly underatand it as ordering the masses to work. This is not 
sufficient, nor ia it correct. Party leadership is mainly political leadership. 

We eatabliah the correct line, principles, and polictes in order to carry out and 
realize correct party leadership; when the line, principles and policies are at 
odds, it can only damage party leadership. Historical experience has proven that 
the correctness or incorrectness of the line, principles, and policies ia directly 
related to the succesa or fatlure of revolution and construction work. During the 
period of the democratic revolution, an opportunistic Line appeared within the 
party numerous times and at several crucial points led to improper conduct, causing 
revolutionary work to suffer severe setbacks and causing the party to fail in fully 
carrying out its reaponsibility to lead correctly. After the Zunyi Conference and 
right up to the Fighth Party Congress in 1956, we .chieved a atring of great victor- 
ies due to the correctness of our party's line, principles, and policies. After 
1957, we turned our backs on the correct Marxist line, and matters of the “left” 
gradually increased and developed, reaching their height during the 10-year "Great 
Cultural Revolution” which brought a tremendous disaster upon all the people of the 
nation. After emashing the "gang of four,” and right up through the Third Plenary 
Session of the llth Party Central Committee, the party, through discussions opened 
up among the entire party concerning the question of standards of truth, restored 
the true form of Marxist theory and reestablished the correct line, principles, 

and policies. This party Central Committee work conference symbolizes that our 
party possessing the correct Line and policies can become a true leading force of 
the proletarian class and the masses. 


Even possessing the correct theory and the correct Line, principles, and policies, 
we must still rely on the vanguard model role and the excellent work style of the 
Communist Party members. "The village looks to the village; the household looks to 
the household; the masses look to the cadres." "Speaking of it a thousand or ten 
thousand times is not as good as beginning the work oneself." These are common 
savings, and they are ture. An ancient line goes: "If his person is upright, 
othere will act even without his command; if his person is not upright, others will 
not follow even though he commands." Even though a party possesses the correct 
line, principles, and policies, if its party work style is not proper, if some 
party members are not just in their handling of affairs and cannot set an example 
for the masses--even to the point of not being as good as an average member of the 
masses--then that party will inevitably lose the trust of the masses, and will have 
no way of fulfilling the role of correct leadership. In some ways, the vanguard 
model role of party members and cadres is silent leadership and can also be called 
the best leadershin. Among the revolutionary troops there are many good cadres 

and good party members who struggle bitterly before enjoying themselves; who charge 
forward before accepting retreat; and who fear neither suffering nor death. These 
cadres are the pioneers of the masses, and the masses are willing to follow them. 
If all our party members and cadres would make themselves examples for others and 
use their own model behavior to influence and guide the masses, then the correct 
leadership of the party would be well manifested and well realized. Of course, our 
party's members are human, thev are not gods. And being human it is difficult to 
avoid mistakes of one kind or another. What should be done when mistakes are made? 
The best method is to consciously carry out criticism and self-criticism, uphold 
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the truth and correct the mistakes, Mistakes are difficult to avoid and should 
not trighten uae. What is frightening is not being able to discover mistakes or to 
hold to mistakes alter discovering them, Once 4 person makes 4 mistake, under= 
going criticiam and selfecriticiam to correct the mistake shows his intelligence; 
when a party in power makes 4 mistake, undergoing criticiem and selfecriticiam to 
correct the miatake shows ita atrength., Our party must prove through practice 
that it can use the weapons of criticiam and self-criticiem and unceasingly work 
to eliminate dirt and mistakes from ite ranks, and by so doing can guarantee to 
correctly lead the masses. 


Planning for the happiness of the people ia the essential aim of our party. “Listen 
to the party, go with the party" are words harbored in the breasts of all the people 
of our nation. Why do the masses listen to the Communist Party and go with the 
Communist Party? because our party everywhere thinks of the good of the masses. 

If the party cannot give the masses political power and economic benefits, then the 
masses will become discouraged. Therefore, the question of leadership is a question 
of the mages line. The right to choose whether or not they can lead does not lie 
with the leaders themselves, but rather lies with the masses. This is a law that 

no man's will can change. In our nation's history there have appeared parties of 
many types, all of which have mounted the stage and given their performances, in- 
tending to stand above countless millions of people and command and direct every- 
thing. But because what they did fundamentally disregarded the desires and the good 
of the masses, the result was that they not only could not lead the masses, but, 

on the contrary, were contemptuously abandoned by the masses. The authority to 

lead does not depend on empty shouts, but on whether or not you can supply the 
people with tangible benefits. Did not Lin Biao and the "gang of four” usurp for 

a time a large part of the leadership authority of the party and the state’? But 
they implemented adverse and unreasonable measures, brought our country to the 

verge of collapse, and brought disaster to the people of our nation. Resentful 
complaints of the masses filled the streets, and they were finally toppled from 
power by the people. After smashing the "gang of four,” our party quelled the 

chaos and restored order, concentrated our energies on grasping the four moderniza- 
tion constructions, caused the lives of the masses to improve by a definite degree, 
and gained the enthusiastic support of the people. We certainly must work hard, 
move ahead in doing a good job of readjusting the economy, promote the smooth 
development of productive construction, and constantly raise the living standards 

of the masses. In this way, the masses will increase their love for our party and 
their support for the leadership of our party. 


We have talked here of three aspects of this issue. In reality, there are many 
aspects of correct party leadership, such as reliance on building firm friendships 
and alliances between ourselves and the nonparty masses and all progressive social 
groups, reliance on the party's own unity and organizational discipline, and so 
forth.

REPRESENTATIVES OF GUANGDONG PEOPLE'S CONGRESS EXCHANGE VIEWS

[Text] It has been drizzling for days. Although the weather is cold, each of the 
group discussion meetings of the provincial People's Congress was filled with a 
very warm atmosphere. 


The people's representatives in charge of the leading posts in our provincial party 
administration individually attended group discussions as regular representatives. 
They happily gethered together and were on very intimate terms with each other. 
Comrade Ren Zhonzyi [0117 0112 1138) came early to the preparatory conference. When 
participating in the discussion of the Xianggang-Aomen group, Comrade Liu Tianfu 
[0491 3944 1133) said as he poured tea for each representative: "The weather is 
cold, please have a cup of hot tea." Comrade Liang Lingguang [2733 7227 0342) 
earnestly recorded the views of the representatives when he took part in the group 
discussions. They all warmly expressed their views and spoke cheerfully and with 
humor. The conference was filled with constant cheer and laughter. 


A Good Situation Depends on the Present 


The group discussion of the Guangzhou representatives was congenially conducted in 

a room of the Guangzhou No 1 Guest House. Comrade Zhang Guansheng [1728 0385 3932] 
from the Guangzhou Bearing Plant said: This year's spring festival has been better 
than any other year in the past. The staff workers of our plant have calculated the 
income--for all workers last year, the average income per person increased by 30 
percent. Although prices of goods have gone up, comparison shows that there still 
has been an increase in income. They have also calculated family expenses for food 
and clothing after the smashing of the "gang of four"; have clothing and daily 
necessities increased or decreased, and has food become better or worse? Everyone 
said they were better and more abundant. 


Comrade Ren Zhongyi then spoke, ranging from the situation of the whole country to 
the excellent situation of Guangdong. He said: "Numerous facts clearly show that 
year by year our production increases, the economy prospers, life improves, people 
become more healthy, and life expectancy lengthens. But we must not increase the 

number of babies every year." The conference immediately roared with laughter. 











Comrade Ren continued: "There were two sayings in the 10 years of disorder: ‘the 
more poverty we have the more revolution we make,' and ‘the more revolution we make 


the more poverty we have.' The former is reasonable but the latter is incorrect. 
In leading the people to revolution the CCP has overturned the three great 
mountains, turning people {rom slaves into masters and from poverty to wealth. Sut 


in the period of rule by the ‘gang of four’ the saying was ‘wealth is revisioniam. ' 
Only ainee the downfall of the ‘gang of four’ and in particular, since the Third 
Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee, has production been increasing 
and have the people been gaining in wealth." 


Adhere To Reforma Without Vacillation 


To further develop the excellent situation of our province, each group also made 
numerous valuable suggestions during the discussions. Sun Chengzheng [1327 1004 
2582], vice chairman of the Chinese Chamber of Commerce in Xianggang; Xu Zhangxing 
[1776 3277 2502), general manager of the Xinhua Bank; Chen Hung [7115 4785], vice 
general manager of the Xianggang branch of the Bank of China; and Ma Tingdong | 7456 
1694 2767], vice office chief of the Xianggang DA GONG BAO, all expressed their 
views. They spoke glowingly of the excellent situation and made numerous suggestions 
on how to develop production, build socialist spirit and culture, and reform some 
unreasonable economic systems, 


Comrade Ren Zhongyi told the Xtanggang-Aomen discussion group: "The ‘gang of four' 
was basically unconcerned with production and the people's livelihood, pushing the 

national economy to the verge of collapse. Today, we must first develop production 
around which we can enable the economy to »rosper in order that people's livelihood 
may improve year by vear." 


Ren pointed out that "the socialist system must be maintained, but unreasonable 
economic systems must be reformed. Take the sale of tomatoes by individual house- 
holds in the present agricultural trade market, for instance. If tomatoes were sold 
for 50 cents a jin in the morning, they would be reduced to 30 cents at noon and any 
remaining would be sold for 10 cents in the evening. In any case they must all be 
sold. Our state-operated stores have not been able to do this or to be this 
flexible. Therefore, unreasonable systems must be reformed. Good experience and 
technology abroad should be studied and utilized as long as they are beneficial to 
our state, people, and undertaking in the four modernizations." He continued: "Our 
mother ind is a country with an ancient civilization several thousand years old. 
Originally there were numerous advance inventions such as the cor pass, gun powder, 
and printing technology. This is our national pride, but after all, this is the 
past. A true man does not talk about his past courage. Other people have now taken 
the lead economically and technologically while we have fallen back. We must reform 
and advance and must no longer close the country to international intercourse. In 
the past the destruction by the ‘gang of four’ delayed us for 10 years. It was 
precisely during these 10 years that Xianggang and other places made speedy progress. 
Now that order has been brought out of chaos, development will be rapid. Under the 
correct leadership of the party Central Committee, my confidence has increased a 
hundred-fold." 


In the group discussions of the Hainan Li-Miao Autonomous Prefecture, Liu Tianfu 
expressed his own views on enlivening the economy and on the problem of construction 
in mountainous areas. He stressed the proviems of strict implementation of policies, 
strengthening the management of timber, and developing a diversified economy. He 














aaid that mountainous areas could develop medicinal matertals, mushrooms, and wood 
fungus, raise bees and develop animal husbandry, and grow fruits which could be 
sold at negotiable prices. In any case, there are many ways to invigorate the 
economy if we try hard to tind solutions. 


Establish New Work Styles and Stress Culture 


In their discussions, the representatives strongly stressed that while building the 
material culture of socialism, a high level of socialist spirit and culture must 
also be established at the same time, They expressed the belief that putting forth 
the fine work styles of revolutionary tradition and the Chinese nation would play 
an important role in promoting economic readjustment as well as social stability 
and unity. 


Comrade Liu Tianfu said in the Xianggang-Aomen group discussions: ‘When the four 
pests were rampant, people only talked about striking, smashing, and grabbing. 
Whenever they spoke of production it was the theory of productive forces, not spirit 
and culture. Two years ago, after the smashing of the 'gang of four,' we shifted 
the focus of our work to economic construction. Recently the central authorities 
have strongly stressed building socialist spirit and culture. I personally believe 
that there are two aspects to spirit and culture. In the overall aspect, we do 

not exploit the people, we do not operate gambling houses and brothels. This is 
better than in Xianggang and is our nature to be so. The other aspect is social. 
Our fine traditions and spirit have not been properly put forward, and some have 
actually declined. The present mentel state of the people does not suit the great 
socialist system and construction of the four modernizations. This must be greatly 
transformed. We must have noble ideological values and overcome unhealthy tenden- 
cies. We must pay attention to manners, hygiene, order, and discipline." 


Ren Zhongyi said: ‘We must acquire knowledge of business management, science and 
technology in Xianggang which are beneficial to us. But we must not learn its 
exploitative system and undesirable social habits. We have lost some of our good 
social habits dur.cg the 10 years of catastrophe, some of which are now not as 
good as in the 1950's." 


He also said: "I think our plays and movies are better than those in Xianggang, 
but television in Xianggang runs 24 hours a day whereas ours runs several hours. 
We must take further steps to develop our television broadcasting enterprises, 
transform our equipment, strengthen our personnel, and continue to enhance the 
quality of programs. Television in Xianggang has its areas of technological 
advance. We must learn what i: useful." 


In the Guangzhou representative group meeting, Comrade Liang Lingguang also dis- 
cussed with other representatives the issue of building socialist spirit and culture. 
He said: "Recently the ‘three rectifications' movement has been launched in 
Guangzhou with definite results. This must continue to be consolidated and en- 
hanced, and we must make it a regular practice and an institution in order to create 
a good work situation and living environment for the masses. Spring is here. It 

is a good season for afforestation. Let us all take part in planting trees, growing 
flowers and grass, and begin by resolving to produce results in environmental 
health." 














He also said: "Tt ie very important to strengthen ideological and political work. 
We must strengthen communist morality and education, particularly the education of 
teenagers. We must advocate the movement for the ‘five emphases, five advocates, 
four beautifications, three loves, and one learning’ so that there is praise for 
good people and deeds and punishment for bad people and misconduct, and build

PROPAGANDA ON UPHOLDING FOUR BASIC PRINCIPLES URGED

[Excerpts] It has been a basic principle consistently adopted by the party to 
uphold the socialist road, the democratic dictatorship of the people or proletar- 
ian dictatorship, the leadership of the Communist Party, and Marxism-Leninism-Mao 
Zedong Thought. This is also the basic course in currently strengthening political- 
ideological work of the party and in building the spiritual culture of socialism. 
In order to smoothly develop socialist modernization, integrate the plan of the 
party Central Committee for economic readjustment, and further stabilize the polit- 
ical order, we must uphold the four basic principles in our daily life as well as 
in the current state of the party and national life. 


The history of our party, which is marked by persistent struggle and sacrifice of 
all our people under the leadership of the party, and during which innumerable 
martyrs and brave souls have sacrificed their lives in earth-shaking episodes, is 
a history of revolutionary struggle in our perseverance to realize the four basic 
principles. The birth of the People's Republic of China in 1949 established the 
fact that we are a socialist country. Undoubtedly, the four basic principles are 
the foundation of our country and the guarantee of our national prosperity. If we 
discard the four basic principles, are we not reversing the trend by putting the 
cart before the horse? 


It is in the interest of all people in the country to realize the four moderniza- 
tions. In order to smoothly carry out the four modernizations, we must uphold the 
four basic principles. This is because the kind of modernization we want is not 
capitalist modernization but socialist modernization. This is the only course to 
help us get away from our current state of economic underdevelopment, cultural and 
scientific backwardness, and relatively low standard of living. 


It is true that there is currently a small minority of people who publicly oppose 
the four basic principles by vaving the banners of "democracy," "freedom," and 
"human rights" in an attempt co instigate antiparty and antisocialist activities. 


These people make use of every possible means to entice, deceive, cheat, and in- 
stigate a small number of naive and inexperienced youths in order to realize their 

















sinister objective of usurping the party's power, This is a kind of virulent germ 
which, if allowed to spread unchecked, would devastate the rights of the majority 
of people, In that way, we could not maintain political stability and economic 
progress, Also, the favorable situation which we have created since liberation 
would suffer a setback and the improvement in Livelihood gained by the urban and 
rural populace would again suffer setbacks, Therefore, every one of us who loves 
the country and who is willing to realize soclaliem and modernization should pot 
ignore the situation, We must make our standpoint clear and boldly criticize and 
svlemmly struggle against the new wave. At the same time, we must educate those 
among us who are unsure of themselves, help them wake up to the situation, stand 

on their principles, and struggle against those who are fanning activities to the 
detriment of the society, the nation, and our socialist system, There are also 
some people who consider the four basic principles and the policy set by the Third 
Plenary Session as opposing ideologies, They consider that the policy laid down by 
the Third Plenary Session represents “rightist tendencies" or “deviations,” and 
that the four basic principles mean “further revision,” or some consider them 
“withdrawal.” This view is totally erroneous. The policy laid down by the Third 
Plenary Seasion is not only conetistent with the four principles but it is actually 
eatablished on the basis of the four basic principles and is the manifestation of 
the four basic principles in a new historical era. Since the Third Plenary Session, 
we have turned chaos into order and we have reestablished the line of Marxist thinking 
as well as our political and organizational policies. Our party has reviewed the 
experience gained in the historical past and has devised a series of policies and 
goals appropriate to our national conditions and objective economic reality, and 
this means correctly pursuing the original goal in upholding the socialist road and 
reviving scientific socialiem., This is basically in contrast to the general 
improvised socialiam created by Lin Biao an. the "gang of four.” 





Since the Third Plenary Session, our party has diligently promoted socialist 
democracy and strengthened our socialist legal code, which means that the party 

has correctly upheld democratic dictatorship by the people and has revived pro- 
letarian dictatorship as it existed in the past. This policy is basically in 
opposition to the feudalistic fasciem of Lin Biao and the “gang of four.” Since 
the Third Plenary Session, our party has adopted a series of definitive measures, 
insisting that we should oppose those within the party who attempt tc create un- 
orthodox beliefs, paternaliam, and individual superstition. In this way, the party 
hee promoted democracy within iteelf, corrected erroneous attitudes, drawn the masses 
and the party closer together, and has begun work on reforming the leadership 
eyetem of the party and the country. This means that the party bas correctly upheld 
party leadership, improved its ability to control, and revived its position as the 
forerunner of proletarian dictatorship. This is strictly in opposition to che 
feudalistic fasciem wrought by Lin Biao and the “gang of four.” Since the Third 
Plenary Seasion, we have upheld the fact that practice is the only means to seek 
truth, and in being pragmatic we have based ourselves on Mao Zedong Thought and we 
have thoroughly and correctly understood Marxism and Mao Zedong's comprehension of 
the scientific system. This means that we have upheld Marxism and Mao Zedong 
Thought a! have unravelled their true meaning. This is in opposition to the attempt 
of Lin Biao and the “gang of four" to distort, revise, and oppose Marxism and Mao 
Zedong Thought. 











Teday, our upholding the four basic principles means that we will resolutely and 
completely ewecute the lines, goals and policies laid down during the Third Plenary 
feasion; and those who doubt of restrict of even oppose of equivocate about such 
lines, goale and policies are going in the opposite direction, let alone upholding 
them, 


To deeply uphold propaganda education on the four basic principles is the key task 
in strengthening the party's political-ideological work. If the party Central 
Committee is to achieve big things, it must treat this task with great seriousness, 
We must organize an army of effective propaganda troops, and attention must be 
given to the various workers, youth, and women organizations, All party members 
and cadres of various ranks, particularly leadership cadres, gust serve as models 
in upholding the four basic principles and actively perform propaganda work on the 
four basic principles. in the course of performing propaganda education, emphasis 
must be laid on research and investigation, so that understanding can be gained of 
the mentality of various groups, differences distinguished and individual cares 
appropriately treated, and decisions made based on practical situations. When people 
have problems in understanding, we must not eschew their questions but we must be 
forthright and persuasively perform our propaganda work. We must pay attention to 
discovering and promoting vanguards, and greatly exemplify the deeds and righteous- 
nees of the vanguards, We must adopt patient methods and reasonable means to 
handle various conceptual problems raised in various circles, we must work 
patiently and pragmatically and we gust avoid simplification and ill-temper. 


With regard to good-natured criticiem from cadres and the masses we must adopt a 
sympathetic attitude and listen to them sincerely, and even if the facts do not 

equare with reality, we must not resort to retaliation. Opinions expressed orally 

or in written form within organizations, even if they have serious flaws, should be 
handled with persuasion as long as they are not meant to be antiparty or antisocialist. 
For those who are bent on being antiparty or antisocialist and who are engaged in 
tllicit activities in order to disrupt the social order and destroy stability, 

measures must be taken to penalize them without leniency, once concrete evidence is 
found to that effect. 


To deeply uphold propaganda education on the fowr basic principles is a lengthy 

task which must be maintained and constantly carried out. ZHEJIANG RIBAO has in- 
atituted a special column on propaganda education on the four basic principles. 

This is a very important task and it gust be done well. It is hoped that through 
this propaganda work, we can further mobilize the socialist activism of the entire 
arty, all cadres and the majority of the masses, so that all will devote themselves 
to the work of readjusting the national economy, stabilizing the social order, and 
promoting the healthy development of the four modernizations.

INTERRELATIONSHIP BETWEEN LAW AND DEMOCRACY DISCUSSED

[Text] As we proceed with the reform in our political system, the legalization of 
democracy and the democratization of the law have aroused attention in various 
circles, 


China was originally an ancient country of the East which practiced feudal autocracy. 
This feudal autocracy had a history of more than 2,900 years; as it entered the 
period of semicolonial and semifeudal society, that system of feudal autocracy re- 
mained intact. Emperor Guang Xu's reform failed; the 1911 revolution also failed. 
Hence, even what the so-called “republic” practiced was no more than fascist auto- 
cracy. Precisely because of such historical reasons, plus the fact that after the 
founding of the People's Republic of China we did not pay attention to crticizing 
the ideological remnants of feudalism, we failed to do enough about correctly propa- 
gating democracy and earnestly practicing it, and we also fell short of handling the 
interrelationship between democracy and the legal system well, antidemocratic and 
antilegal autocracy, ideas of privilege, the patriarchical style, and bureaucratisa, 
etc, found it very easy to grow and spread in our country. It was by no means 
accidentical that the feudal, fascist dictatorship of the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing 
counterrevolutionary cliques should appear during the "unprecedented" 10-year 
catastrophe; in a certain sense, this was the inevitable result of the undissipated, 
persisting soul of that feudal autocracy. 


Historical experience has already proved that in carrying out the democratic princi- 
ples of national political life in a country with strong feudal traditions, we must 
legalize democracy. 


This so-called legalization of democracy means that the democratic principles of 
national political life must be elevated to become legal norms and to obtain the 
effect of being followed by everyone so that they can be spread to all social life. 
Once set in legal form, these democra_ic principles become a legal system which can 
rely on the state's coercive power to insure its execution. Certain democratic 
principles put forward during periods of bourgeois revolution in the West, such as 
those advocated by Britain's 1628 “Appeal for Rights," America’s 1776 “Declaration 
of Independence” and France's 1789 "Declaration of the Rights of Men," later all 
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became elevated as legal norma by way of a conaetitution or other legal forms, and 
they hence were turned inte guiding principles in the political life of the whole 
country. Although theirs is demeeracy of 4 bourgeois nature, insofar as its assump- 
tion of thia form through legalization which te followed by the entire society is 
concerned, it is also of some referential significance to us. Today, the principles 
of our socialiat democracy are acill not fully embodied in our constitution; the 
constitution gust be considerably revised before it can adapt to the new situation 
of giving full seope to socialist democracy. Other principles such as those of 
equality, mutual benefit, and compensation articulated in civilian affairs, the 
principle of nationality regional autonomy in our nationalities work, the principle 
of freedom of expression in social Life, ete, also all remain to be set in forma by 
way of civil law, economic law, law of nationality regional autonomy and the like, 
so that in handling various matters our cadres and masses always have certain demo- 
eratic principles to follow which are protected by the law. 


Th. legalization of democracy also requires that the country's political life must 
function according to the law; the state apparatus must operate normally along the 
course fixed by Law, and any individual in an important office can only function as 
a public servant of the state and cannot turn himself into a master who can manipulate 
the state apparatus as he pleases. Once the principles of socialist democracy are 
elevated into law, we must resolutely carry them out and not overtly agree but 
covertly oppose, much leas abandon them at will. Our state apparatus operates every 
day, but it should only operate accorcing to the principles determined by law and 
not according to individual will. An individual in an important office, within the 
limit permitted by democratic principles, may give full scope to his own wisdom and 
talent and operate the state apparatus in the interests of the people. The practice 
of going beyond democratic principles and manipulating the state apparatus at random 
in order to attain one's own objectives should be resolutely prohibited. The reason 
why the political life of certain capitalist countries can be relatively stable in 

a given period definitely has to do with the fact that their state apparatus always 
operates along the course determined by law. No matter which party accedes to power 
and no matter who serves as president or premier, that party and that person without 
erception can only operate the state apparatus along this predetermined course. 
During the lO-year catastrophe and the preceding period, there existed a situation 
in our national political life in which existing law was not obeyed; if someone felt 
like convening the People's Congress, then it was convened; and if he did not feel 
like convening it, he would simply carry on. It was not a case in which the in- 
dividual in an important office served as an employee managing the state apparatus, 
but a case of having the state apparatus turned into an appendix of the leader. In 
view of cases like this, we naturally could not speak of legalizing democracy. We 
should absorb beneficial! nutrition from such vivid experiences and lessons so as to 
achieve legalization of the principles of socialist democracy in our national 
political life and turn them into an unshakable system; anyone who violates this 
eystem must thue bear the attendant legal responsibility. 





As a socialist state, China should not only achieve legalization of democracy but 
also democratization of the law. The law does not always accompany democracy. Any 
state must apply legal means in order to express its will; this is no exception even 
in the case of a state that practices autocracy. But the law promulgated by a state 
that practices autocracy is law of an autocratic nature, which often constitutes a 
demonstration of individual whim and tyranny. Only the law promulgated by a state 





that practtees democracy ia of a democratic nature, Of course, democracy has a class 
character, The law promulgated by a state of bourgeois democracy, even if it happens 
to be 4 most democratic law, can only be — demonstration of the will of the sing!« 
clase of the bourgeoiste, Since the bourgeoisie makes up only 4 very emall portion 
of the total population, therefore the democracy of the bourgeoisie can only be a 
democracy in a narrow arena, and the democratization of capitalist law can also be 
only a democratization confined to the realm of the bourgeoisie. The democratization 
of socitaliat law is different; it is not a Limited, narrow democracy, but the broad= 
est, proletarian democracy, 4 democracy of the overwhelming majority of the total 
population. Socialist law is a demonstration of the will of the working clase; 
because the will of the working classe represents the will of the vast ranks of the 
people, it may also be said to be a demonstration of the will of the vast ranks of 
the people, it may aleo be said te be a demonstration of the will of all the people. 
In this sense, only socialist law te really qualified to be called democratic law. 


Democratizgat on of socialiet law first of all requires the democratization of legis= 
lation; only the will the people expressed through their own re, ‘sentative organ 

in legal form has the effect of law; no one can substitute hie we da for the law. 

In the past, because a feudal, patriarchical etyle prevailed in our country, the 
practice of substituting one's own owrds for the law and disrupting the law with 
one's authority existed in the national context in certain places, certain depart- 
ments, and certain units. Whoever had the highest otfice and the greatest power, his 
words would also have the greatest effect. Thus one could do without operating 
according to the law, but one would be in great trouble if one failed to follow the 
words of a certain leader, and in such a case one might even be courting death. 
These practices were altogether the remnant poisonous effect of the feudal idea: 

"IT am the state, I am the law.” That idea curtailed the avenues of expression; it 
made it impossible for the masses of the people to express their will fully through 
their representation organ, or even if their will was reflected in the form of law 
it was no different in effect from a blank paper. “This law, that law, none is as 
good as a word from the leader." From now on, we must establish a principle: the 
effect of a law passed by the organ of supreme power of the state is greater than 
that of any written or unwritten individual opinion, order, or talk. No person in 
an important office has the right to substitute his words for the law. 


Next, the democratization of socialist law requires that everybody is equal before 
the law; it does not allow the existence of any »orivileged person bevond the reach 
of the law. As the norm for the national political life and social life, the law 
offers the same standard to everyone, to whom the application of te law is equal 
irrespective of his or her nationality, sex, profession, or social status. Some 

of our comrades occupy high office; they therefore regard their family members as 
beyond the reach of the law; they speak of the law, but only to be used to govern 
others and not themselves; only when they can place themselves above the law and 
beyond the law in the place of privileged persons do they feel comfortable. If 
they placed themselves in the position of ordinary citizens within the limits of 
the law, they would feel as if they had been made emaller. All such phenomena 
contravene the principle of democratization of the law and should be corrected. In 
a feudal society, the principle of "a prince being punished in the same way as a 
common man when he commits a crime” could not be realized; the bourgeoisie's talk 
about everyone being equal under the law also can only be achieved in form but not 
in substance. Only under socialist conditions can everybody's equality under the 
law be realized without exception. We should remove all obstacles and strive toward 
achieving that goal. 
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The democratigation of sectialiat law alse requires that the people should have the 
power to supervise the execution of the law, so that the law becomes a powerful 
weapon for the prote: tion of the people's democratic rights. All the people of our 
country net only enjey together the power of democratic control over the state and 
soclety, but every citizen alse enjoys freedoma and rights of the person, expression, 
correspondence, the press, assembly, association, and religious belief, All the 
people's democratic rights should receive the practical protection of the law. Take 
the electoral right, for example: in the past we were used to holding an election 
in which the number of candidates was exactly the same as the number of offices to 
be filled, which therefore tended to become rather formalisatic; the voter only had 
to draw a cirele and that was it. The new electoral law has changed this into an 
election with a larger number of candidates for a emaller number of offices, which 
greatly amplifies the extent and degree of a voter's electoral right; it has made it 
possthle for a lively and vigorous situation to emerge in the ele :tions in many 
places. However, there are aleo some places where the strange question of whether 
of not a legitimate election should count has come up; there are also other places 
where incidents of some people making use of an election to form cliques, resort to 
factionaliem, work toward bourgeois liberalization, and practice the opposite of 
democracy have occurred. The new problems and new situations which have arisen in 
our process of realizing democracy all warrant our attention. But we cannot give 
up eating just because we sometimes get choked, and we must resolutely operate 
according to the electoral law and earnestly protect the people's democratic rights.

MAO'S DOCTOR PUNISHED BY LIN BIAO REHABILITATED

[Excerpts of article by He Cheng [6320 6134): "Comrade Fu Lianzhang (0265 6647 
8517)--From a Christian to an Outstanding Communist”) 


[Text) I met Comrade Pu Lianzhang in 1931 after arriving in the Central Committee- 
controlled soviet region to accept a job. In those hectic days of the war, one 
round of battle followed another. In the aftermath of each battle, occasionally 
there was a brief respite. On euch occasions, we talked about our past, ideals 
and goals to be achieved. Today, I still vividly remember those dramas that made 
up his history, as he told it. 


During the 1934 campaign to eliminate counterrevoluttonaries in Ruijin, he was 
almost condemned to death on the charge of being 4 member of the AB group. Fortun- 
ately, Comrade Zhang Wentian [1728 5113 1131] learned of his plight in time to save 
him from death. While in Yanan, he was falsely accused of “deliberately harming a 
central leader" when one day Wang Ming was found unconscious and could not be 
awakened after an overdose of pills. At this crucial moment, Wang Ming suddenly 
woke up, shouting loudly: “a sound sleep! a sound sleep!", thus abruptly ending a 


tempest. 


He also gave medical treatment to Zhang Guodao when he fell ill, and received a 
letter of thanks from him shortly before his defection to the Kuomintang. Someone 
who seized this letter suspected that he might have had “connections” with Zhang 
Guodao. For this reason, he was investigated for nearly 3} months. During the 1959 
Lushan meeting, Peng Dehuai was dismissed from office. When General Peng returned 
to Beijing, Comrade Lianzhang went to see him, inquiring about his health. After 
General Peng moved his home to the Wu family g@tden, he still went there to see 
him regularly. At that time, “elements associated with Peng and Huang” were being 
investigated and rounded up. Fearful of getting him involved, General Peng told 
his visitor: "My present home is now a place of trouble. From now on, you should 
stop coming here. I appreciate your having come!" With tears swelling in his 
eyes, Lianzhang could not understand what General Peng said, and he asked himself: 
“Why have different opinions and arguments within the party been allowed to reach 
such serious proportions?" He also asked Premier Zhou about this matter. Looking 
at him with sparkling eyes, Premier Zhou kindly said: “History is history. History 
is ruthless, and will never flatter anyone. Please remember that the people have 
the highest sense of justice!" After hearing this, he still did not understand. 

If he were alive today, he would understand this matter. 
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Comrade Lianghang won respect for being honeat with the people. Sut he aleo made 
some people unhappy with his honesty, and this got him into deep trouble. In 1950 
when Chatrman Mao wanted to appoint Lin Biao commander of the Chinese volunteer 
army, Lin Bilao turned him down because of poor health, From then on, Lin Biao 
“eaught cold when it was windy," and “contcacted diarrhea after drinking water." 

Lt appeared that his health “was worsening with each passing day." In 1953, 
Chairman Mao inatructed Comrade Lianzhang to examine Lin Biao's health in consul- 
tation with other doctors. Before the examination began, for fear of revealing 

the seamy side of his story, Lin Bilao asked Ye Qun [5509 6746] to tell the doctors 
that he needed a false certificate of sickness in order to deceive the party 
Central Committee. Comrade Lianzhang replied: "Sickness warrants that the patient 
can continue to take leave of absence. Hut a diagnosia certificate can be tasued 
as soon as the medical consultations are completed." Ase a result of a joint 
examination, participating specialiata including physicians, surgeons, and neurolo- 
gists unanimously found Lin Biao in good health and able to work. Later, Comrade 
Lianzhang ably conveyed the opinions gathered from these specialists to Lin Biao 
along with advice dissuading him from using any further poisonous drugs. At the 
same time, he followed this up with an honest report to Chairman Mao. From then 
on, Lin Biao hated him and looked for any opportunity for retribution. 


In 1960, Lin Biao usurped the leadership of the Military Commission. From then 

on, he began to tax Lianzhang with the problem of his class origin in an attempt to 
remove him from Beijing under the pretext of allowing him to go home for "retire- 
ment." Comrade Lianzhang resolutely turned down this suggestion. 


At the start of the "Great Cultural Revolution" in 1966, Lin Biao gave an order 
aimed at “torturing him to death." Comrade Lianzhang was over 70 years old by 
then. He was continuously dragged »ut of his home for criticism and was paraded 
through streets. Plagued by chronic gastric ulcer, he could eat only porridge. 
Then he even lost his appetite for porridge. As a result, his health deteriorated 
further. Meanwhile, suspecting that hia life was in danger, he secretly wrote a 
letter to Chairman Mao stating his plight. On 3 September, Chiarman Mao gave this 
instruction: Comrade Lianzhang “deserves protection.” But Lin Biao and Qiu Huizuo 
[6726 2585 0155] and company responded to this instruction with an attitude of 
compliance in public but opposition in private. Although they officially permitted 
his family to move to a place near Xiangshan where “he could enjoy a peaceful life," 
they continued to forge evidence and gather information on this "crimes" behind 

his back. Finally, Jiang Qing and Kang Shere and others insistently accused him 

of being an important member of the so-called “An Ziwen [1344 1311] 2429] enem 
agent group.” In this way, Comrade Lianzhang was regarded as a "“counterrevolut ion- 
ary" aud “an enemy agent who maintained illicit relations with foreign countries." 


On the early morning of 14 March 1968, Comrade Lianzhang and his wife, Comrade Chen 
Zhenhong [7115 4176 4768), were arrested and imprisoned one after the other. 


While in prison, Comrade Lianzhang was deprived of all his rights; even his plea 
for a bowl of porridge was denied. His request was turned down for the reason that 
"he led a bourgeois life outside the prison,” and therefore, “he should be starved 
for a while.” That was why he was not given a single mouthful of food for his 
first 2 days in prison. His prison cell was dark, cold and humid, and his food was 
inedible cold coarse bread and pickles. Despite his serious illness, Lin Biao and 
liang Qing and company were still unwilling to let him go. He was frequently 
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dragged from hie prison cell to the interrogation room for criticiam, and Was even 
beaten and kicked around there. Soon, he became hysterical. On the early morning 
of 29 Marche=the loth day of his imprisonment~-Comrade Lianzhang died of torture 
and suffering, without having had his name cleared, When he bade farewell to life, 
hie hands were etill bound by shackles, his palma and elbows badly bruised and 
atained with dried blood, 


Shortly after his death, Ye Qun orally dictated to her secretary a statement 
entitled "Expose the Towering Crimes of Fu Lianzhang, Sinister Henchman of the 
Bureaucratic Minietry of Public Health, in the Treatment of Deputy Supreme Com- 
mander Lin When He Fell 111." At that time, the body of Comrade Lianghang had 
been cremated under the name of criminal 6847 and his ashes had been thrown away. 
It is really absurd to note that the paper certifying his cremation states that 
he was dead on 20 April and cremated on 18 April, 2 days earlier than his death. 


Comrade Lianshang's death resulted from the miscarriage of justice. After Lin biao 
blew himself up in an explosion, Chairman Mao and Premier Zhou issued instructions 
several times to rehabilitate Lianghang. Following the downfall of the "gang of 
four,” he hase finally been fully rehabilitated, thus being given back his good 
name. 


Comrade Lianzhang's birthday falle on the mid-autumn feacival day. I feel that 
his life was as bright and as pure as a full moon. Of course, he had shortcomings 
and weaknesses. But a removal of thin dust will reveal a piece of shining crystal.

IMPLEMENTATION OF PARTY LINE STRESSED

sciously Carry Out the Party's Line, Principles and Policies Since the Third 
Plenary Session of the Lith Party Central Committee") 


[Text] Adhere to the four basic principles and consciously propagate and carry 

out the party's line, principles and policies since the Third Plenary Session of 
the llth Party Central Committee: this is the main purpose of our study of the 
spirit of the Central Work Conference and of the various documents of the party 
Central Committee. This questicn is very important insofar as the vast ranks of 
the cadres and masses are concerned, and it is even more so insofar as the comrades 
who are engaged in propaganda work are concerned. Because carrying out propaganda 
work always has to do with reasoning. If our own study is not undertaken well and 
our understanding is therefore not deep enough and our consciousness not raised 
enough, then we will not be able to reason very clearly, and even if we can still 
make a presentation it will lack persuasive power, and thus it will not be possible 
for us to do our propaganda work well. 


Consciousness is a very important question. Consciously maintaining consistency 
with the party Central Committee politically means that in carrying out the line, 
principles and pol‘cies of the party Central Committee we must really share one 
heart and one mind with the party. Sharing one heart means that we should aspire 
to whatever the heart of our party directs us; sharing one mind means that we must 
share the cares and burdens of the state and trust each other. Involved here are 
a question of ideological sentiments and of spiritual attitude. To achieve real 
sharing of one heart and one mind, we must conscientiously study the directives of 
the party Central Committee, wholeheartedly support and actively implement the 
line, principles and policies of the party Central Committee, and thereby achieve 
convergence in our thinking and consistency in our action. 





The Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee represented a shift 
in the history of our party, a fundamental shift. On this point, not everyone has 
reached a profound understanding. The great victory in smashing the "gang of four" 
enabled our country to terminate the 10-year turmoil and henceforth march forward 
onto a bright road, but first we still have not seriously summed up or straightened 
out the many experiences and lessons of history. After the Third Plenary Session, 
the party Central Committee put forward the political, ideological, and organiza- 
tional lines of the new historical period; it was only after several decades of 
both positive and negative experiences and lessons of our party, including painful 
lessons, were summed up and a very great price was paid that this correct line was 
found. This line indicates how our party has shifted from the "left" erroneous 


course it followed for a long time to the course of scientific socialism. This 
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shift was thue not achieved without some difficulty. We should understand and 
treasure this point. Of course, the time since the Third Plenary Session has not 
been very long, and we are still going through a process of returning to order trom 
disorder; but we might reflect a little on how many big matters our party Central 
Committee hae handled and how many big problems our party Central Committee has 
solved during this period of slightly more than 2 years. 


Politically, it has corrected the past "leftist" tendency to broaden class struggle 
and shifted to the course of socialist democracy, socialist legal system, and 
stability and unity. It has rectified many unjust, false and erroneous cases of 
litigation, realized the party's policies, and solved problems of several decades' 
standing, including the rectification of Comrade Liu Shaoqi's cas:. It has launched 
the expose-criticize-investigate movement and put the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing 
counterrevolutionary cliques on public trial. It has also put into effect socialist 
democracy in the party and among the people, strengthened the socialist legal 
system, and advanced the proposal to reform the leadership system of the party and 
the state, to repeal the lifelong tenure system, etc. These political changes are 
all changes of a fundamental nature. 


Ideologically, it has shifted from the past subjectivist, metaphysical om! "left" 
erroneous course to the ideological line of emancipating our thinking anc seeking 
truth from facts. The discussion of the criterion for testing truth has enabled 
us to open up a new vista along our ideological line. 


Economically, we have implemented the shift of the focus of our work from the past 
blind, "leftist" errors of “aiming too high, attempting too large a scale, and 
being too impatient," of departing from objective actualities, and of being too 
anxious to achieve results, to proceeding from our national conditions and follow- 
ing a path of socialist construction in the Chinese style. Our economy has now 
been gradually revitalized; the development of our industrial and agricultural pro- 
duction has become relatively rapid. Labor employment has placed a large number of 
unemployed personnel; the people's living standards are also being gradually 
improved. The problems of "aiming too high, attempting too large a scale, being 
too impatient" and being too anxious to achieve results which prevailed in our 
economic work in the past are being solved through further readjustment in our 
national economy. The Central Work Conference this time put forward the principles 
of further readjustment in our economy and further stability in our politics. The 
conference analyzed the economic situation of our entire nation, so that an un- 
usually fine situation has emerged since the founding of our state while at the 
same time latent dangers have also been pointed out. Our economic readjustment 
this time is a clear-headed and healthy readjustment. 


Organizationally, since the Third Plenary Session, and especially at the Fifth 
Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee, the party's organizational 
course was determined, so that we now implement collective succession rather than 
individual succession; we have established the Central Secretariat and filled it 
with a contingent of young, able, creative, resolute and strong leading members. 
Our older generation of revolutionaries, in particular, have exhibited a very 
moving spirit although they are all of advanced age. From their speeches and their 
spirit at work, we invariably feel that these old comrades are really working 
single-mindedly, striving hard to uplift our party and our country. As comnounists 
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can we fold our hands and atand idly by? Even if we can only serve asa minor 
soldiers and hold only amall banners, we must work with all our might. Our present 
party Central Committee is a powerful fighting collective and entirely trustworthy. 
Everyone of us communists should have this feeling: that is, at this juncture of 
the new historical shift, we must perceive clearly our own responsibilities, exert 
our own efforts, be of one heart and one mind, and struggle hard, so as to help 
uplift our party and our country. 


Naturally, there will be not a few difficulties on our path ahead; we are going to 
face piles and mountains of problems. The 10-year turmoil not only resulted in 
great losses to us materially but also caused great injuries to us spiritually. 
During these past few years of our return from disorder to order, there again have 
appeared many new situations and new problems. We should clear-headedly see all 
these problems and acknowledge our difficulties by seeking truth from facts. But 
the important thing is that in theface of difficulties we must have a revolutionary 
spirit, we must strive even more conscientiously, do our best to overcome our 
difficulties; we definitely must not become dejected and disheartened as soon as 
we encounter difficulties. For instance, among our party members and cadres at 
present, there are some who only calculate for themselves and resort to devious 
practices, and there are also some who prefer to be critical here and there about 
the line, principles and policies of the party Central Committee and who hesitate 
and take a wait-and-see attitude. In society, there are also some who are still 
wavering regarding the four basic principles, regarding the party leadership and 
socialism. There are still a small number of people who oppose us; among these 
some are the remnants of the forces of Lin Biao and the "gang of four," while some 
crave nothing short of nationwide chaos, and they are doing their best to make 
trouble for us. In such circumstances, it becomes all the more important that we 
communists unite together, unite around the party Central Committee, strive hard 
and struggle hard. We must resolutely and unswervingly carry out the line, 
principles and policies of the party Central Committee and adhere from beginning to 
end to the four basic principles; in respect to those who deny the four basic 
principles, we should be courageous enough to step forward and struggle against 
them in a forthright manner; this is a question of our party character. Living in 
China in this generation of ours and being a communist, one can only bear a little 
more hardship, assert one's spirit to grasp one's work, and clench one's teeth to 
serve as a model. 


Since the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee, the line, 
principles and policies formulated by the party Central Committee have been correct; 
they have pointed out a clear direction for us and straighten out the course of 
navigation for us; the problem hereafter is to make many principles and policies 
even more wholesome in the course of practice and to have our work done even better. 
Our fundamental policies have not changed, nor will they be changed in any way 
hereafter; the main question is how to make them gradually more wholesome. The 
question of adhering to the four basic principles is also one which the party 
Central Committee has put forward ever since the Third Plenary Session; there is 

no change in this regard today, except that we must base ourselves on the problems 
that have emerged in the course of our practice, sum them up in time, and point 

out what should and should not be done. We should say that our direction has 
become more and more clear, and our demarcation has also become more and more plain. 
If we say that we have a clear-headed, healthy readjustment in our economy, then 
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we also have a more clear-headed, healthier development in the aspect of our 
ideological and political work. Therefore, tdeologically, we must conscientiously 
atudy the line, principles and policies since the Third Plenary Session, deepen 
our understanding, and grasp the profound significance of this hist rical shift 
ideologically and theoretically. We must heighten our consciousness, guard against 
partiality, consciously overcome the influence of past leftist errors, and at the 
same time guard against lightist and other erroneous tendencies. We must posi- 
tively, actively and persuasively propagate the party's line, principles and 
policies, propagate the four basic principles, and at the same time struggle 
against various erroneous ideological trends in a forthright manner.

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They have not made a thorough investigation of the new situations and probleme 
appearing in actual life, conscientiously analysed the causes of the problems, 
examined their own shortcomings, improved their work, provided positive guidance, 
or solved problema, but have willfully charged all these negative things to the 
account of the party's line, programa, and policies; negatively borne grudges; and 
hive even washed their hands of the whole business, let things drift, and abetted 
the development of erroneous tendencies; 





They have not correctly propagandigzed the party's line, programa, and policies to 
the masses, they have not educated the masses or helped them to straighten out 
their thinking regarding their incorrect understanding or vague conceptions of 
the party's line; and they have even catered to them, thus abetting ideological 
confusion; 


“here is aleo an extremely emall number of people who even disseminate and publish 
opinions in violation of the spirit of the central committee. 


There ate wany aspects to the causes giving rise to the situation described above. 
Some to this day still have not been liberated from the long term confinement of 
the ideology of the “left,” tend to look upon "left" as being correct, to look 
upon the correct way as being rightist, or in ideological sentiment are completely 
out of tune with the party's Line, programs, and policies; some have been encroach- 
ed upon and influenced by the erroneous ideological currents of anar iiem and bour- 
geois liberalism, have relaxed their organizational discipline, and have a weak 
conception of party epirit; some proceed from a basis of individual or partial and 
local gain in dealing with the party's line, programa, and policies; for some, 
their way of thinking is not on the right track, they do not distinguish clearly 
between the major and minor aspects of a problem or the dividing line between the 
essential nature of things and what is not essential, and regarding problems they 
generally like to make simple conclusions of absolute approval or absolute denial, 
etc. Of course, as far as the overwhelming majority of comrades are concerned, 

it is mainly a question of ideological understanding, a question of helping and 
educating them. However, all of these misconceptions and erroneous attitudes are 
harmful to the effective implementation of the party's line, programs, and poli- 
cies, and have a serious negative influence on the further development of the 
present excellent situation and on the successful progress of the enterprise of 
the four modernizations. We should carry out thorough, painstaking ideological 
political work, augment our methods of study, enlightenment, and guidance, and 
realistically do more to solve the problem.

Thies conference 
solved problems in ways that are applicable to the industrial, communications, 
and capital construction fronts as well as to other fronts. We believe that in 
the wake of this conference, a new picture of ideological and political work will 
loom large. 


The basic task of ideological and political work is to translate the line, prin- 
ciples, and policies of the party adopted since the Third Plenum into conscious 
action by the masses, and to ensure that the decisions on further readjusting the 
economy and developing and consolidating the political situation of stability 
and unity will be carried out and that production taske will be accomplished. 
Strengthening ideological and political work is a basic method for the party to 
exercise its leadership. To exercise ite leadership, the party must first make 
ite line, principles, and policies acceptable to the masses. To make them ac- 
ceptable to the masses, the party gust do painstaking, meticulous ideological and 
political work among the masses. As soon as the masses know the truth and have 
& common goal in mind, they will consciously join together to get the job done. 


Whether the party's line can be translated into conscious action by the masses 
depends on how auch the party organizations and leading cadres at all levels know 
about the party's line, and how resolutely and consciously they are going to carry 
it out. Firet, they must thoroughly comprehend the party's line. Only by doing 
so can they confidently convey it to the masses, convincingly rectify their incor- 
rect understanding, and firmly lead the broad masses in the struggle to implement 
the party's line. For several years, a great number of factories and mining en- 
terprises have continued actively and voluntirily to carry out ideological and 
political work among their staff members and workers, with the support of their 
party organizations, leading cadres, and party members who have firm confidence 

in the party's line. In these enterprises, ideological work is being carried out 
in an active and lively manner, the cadres and masses are in high spirits, and 
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achievements in production are remarkable, Even if they are confronted with dif- 
ficulties, they work together to seek ways to overcome them. It is also these 
enterpriges that have truly translated the line of the Third Plenum into conscious 
action by the masses. Thanks to so many departments, units, and industries like 
the aforementioned enterprises, we have developed the most etable political situa- 
tion we have ever seen since the 1960's, as well as an excellent economic situa- 
tion rarely seen since the founding of new China. 


On the other hand, we must aleo realize that those “leftist” errors that have un- 
folded one after another during the past 20 years or more have jeopardized the 
cause of the party and have left a deep mark on the minds of a considerable num- 
ber of comrades. When weighing merits and demerits, they often consciously or un- 
consciously continue to use “leftist” conventions as a yardatick, and they etill 
continue to apply metaphysics as a method for knowing and comprehending the 
party's line. Therefore, their understanding of the party's line is more or less 
one-sided. This ia why they have viewed the line, principles, and policies adopt- 
ed since the Third Plenum with a certain degree of reservation and have taken a 
disagreeable and skeptical attitude toward them. This being the case, it is im 
possible for them to actively, voluntarily, and effectively to carry out ideolog- 
ical work among the broad masses of workers. Nor is it possible for them to demon- 
strate a high degree of firmness and consciousness in their implementation of the 
party's line. Because their underetanding of the party's line is shallow, they 
commit mistakes in their work. When this occurs, they never want to link the 
causes of such mistakes with their misunderstanding of the party's line. On the 
contrary, they complain that the line, principles, and policies of the party are 
“deviating” from the correct course. In this connection, some instances can be 
cited as follows: 





inetance Ll: It has been repeatedly pointed out in the documents adopted since the 
Third Plenum that in the course of developing socialist modernization, the four 
basic principles must be upheld, the leadership of the party must be strengthened, 
and modernization is unlikely to be realized without the leadership of the party. 
But some comrades have misinterpreted this as a shift in emphasis from political 
work to economic construction, thus creating a situation in which "party commit- 
tee secretaries await being selected, government agencies await being slashed, and 
personnel await being transferred.” This means that the work of the party is 
automatically nonexistent. 


Instance 2: Referring to the Party Central Committee's decision to uphold the 
principle of to each according to his work, the documents clearly stipulate that 
"the incentive program must combine material rewards with commendations,” that 
"the handing out of bonuses without regard to merit should be stopped," and that 
“those who advocate more pay for more work must be concerned about the well-being 
of their next-door neighbors, and their interest in getting more pay does not mean 
sactificing national interests as a whole or offending discipline." But some com- 
rades have insistently said: “Today, nothing is more important than material in- 
terests. A revolutionary spirit is no longer needed, and the principle of placing 
ideological work in the lead is no longer as attractive as bonuses." When they 
have seen someone handing out bonuses without merit, they have failed to stop him 
from doing so; when they have found someone trying to fatten himself with more 











bonuses at the expense of the interests of the state and collectives, they have 
taken no action to educate and criticize him. In reference to the need to per= 
form work according to economic laws, the central documents clearly atate: "Atten= 
tion must be paid to combining ideological and political work with economic mea~ 
sures." But some comrades have countered this by contending: "Performing work 
according to economic laws means toning down ideological and political work." 


Inatance 3: The Central Committee has clearly pointed out that the policy for 
readjustment of the national economy is a positive policy which allows for escala- 
tion and scaledown and for retreats and advances. but this has been construed by 
some comrades as 4 negative policy of “scaledown" and “retreat.” They hold that 
efforte in industrial production can be relaxed, on the assumption that che lower 
the production quotas, the better. As a result, they have passed up opportunities 
that are available to them, and they have failed to fulfill assignments that can 
be fulfilled with conditions that are available to them. 


In a nutehell, the aforementioned problems have resulted from the inability of 
some comrades correctly to understand and handle the relationships between poli- 
tice and economics and between consciousness and matter, and from their inability 
to apply a dialetical materialist viewpoint in order to accurately and thoroughly 
comprehend the party's line. There are many comrades who originally expressed 

no objections to the line, principles, and policies of the Third Plenum. Among 
them are comrades who have failed to study the party's instructive documents con- 
scientiously and meticulously but are satisfied with Limited knowledge they have 
acquired, and comrades who have gone over the documents carefully but know too 
little about Marxist theory to be able to recognize and judge erroneous assertions 
they have heard of. In the end, under the influence of such assertions, they have 
turned out to deviate from their original position. 


For many years there has existed the influence of “leftist” errors and confusion 
about the basic theories of Marxism caused by Lin Biao and the "gang of four." 
Because of this, some young as well as old comrades have become unfamiliar with 
dialectical materialism. During the ideological and political work conference 
called by the provincial party committee, some comrades presented the following 
two very good suggestions: In order to strengthen ideological and political work, 
we must first do a good job of organizing political work personnel, and in order 
to accurately and thoroughly comprehend the party's line, cadres throughout the 
party are urged to raise their Marxist theoretical level. The reason for this 

is that the line of the Third Plenum is based on Marxist theory. Only by coming 
to grips with Marxist theory can we understand why the line, principles, and 
policies adopted since the Third Plenum are correct, and can we avoid viewing 
things in a onesided way and thereby strengthen our political consciousness. 

Party organizations and leading cadres at all levels are urged to translate the 
party's line into conscious action. Only in this way can we turn it into con- 
scious action by the masses and ensure that the readjustment of the economy can 
proceed without a hitch, that further efforts can be made to bring about stability 
and unity, and that greater victories can be won in developing modernization.

ARTICLE BY ZHOU ENLAL, ELIMINATION OF LEFTIST INFLUENCE DISCUSSED 
Guangzhou GUANGZHOU RIBAO in Chinese 19 Feb 81 p 3 


|Article by Wang Yuehua [3769 1878 5478): "A Good Instructional Material for 
Eliminating the Evil Influence of the ‘Left'=-Studying ‘On the Wuhan Work Prob- 
lem'")} 


{Text} In September 1930, Comrade Zhou Enlai wrote “On the Wuhan Work Problem." 
Renewed study of this article is very enlightening in regard to the present ef- 
fort to eliminate the evil influence of the "left." 


This article is the first part of a draft prepared for the Party Central Commit- 
tee by Comrade Zhou Enlai as a directive for the Yangtze River Bureau. At that 
time, the first “leftist” line within the party had already been stopped, but we 
were not able to seriously carry out the exposure and criticism of it through 
guidance of ideology. Along with the rapid development of the strength of the 
revolution came a new rise in "leftist" thinking within the party. In May of 
1930 Comrade Zhou Enlai left the country. In June Comrade Li Lisan [2621 4539 
0005] presided over the Party Central Committee which established and passed the 
resolution, "The new revolutionary rising tide and preliminary successes in one 
or more provinces," and brought forth the plan for a nationwide uprising, "Join 
Forces at Wuhan, Water Our Horses at the Yangtze River." The uprising resulted 
in defeat, which was a tremendous blow for the party organization. And the 
strength of the revolution which was just beginning to undergo booming develop- 
ment was buried. After Comrade Zhou Enlai returned, he drafted this directive 
in light of the “leftist” mistakes of the Wuhan work problem. 


The main spirit of Comrade Zhou Enlai's article is anti-"left." It criticized 
the Yangtze River Bureau's establishing a Wuhan work plan without understanding 
the actual situation. In regard to what the plan called the estimated rise in 
the spirit of the masses and their demand for all-out action, Comrade Zhou Enlai 
believed that we must distinguish whether it is the spirit of a minority of ad- 
vanced, courageous elements and cadres, as the spirit of the majority of the 
people, including the backward masses. Moreover, he believed that even if the 
masses demanded all-out action, we could not proceed hastily. We must determine 
if we have the fighting strength and the organizational base, and especially the 
strong party leadership necessary for all-out action. Otherwise, the all-out 
action can never be successful; and this fighting strength and organizational 
base can not possibly be developed all of a sudden. They must be gradually de- 
veloped in daily struggle. The article also pointed out that because they

misunderstood the actual situation, the plan did not reconcile directives of the 
Party Central Committee with the concrete situation in Wuhan. It continued by 
criticizing the flaws and mistakes of the plan, one of which was that it did not 
do a good job of uniting the economic struggle and the political struggle, and it 
warned the entire party that if the "leftist" danger continued to develop within 
the party, then it would have to be steadfastly opposed. 


After the establishment of the nation, during the 3-year period of economic resto- 
ration and the first five year plan, our party's line, principles, and policies 
were relatively in accordance with actual situations. Socialist undertakings were 
dynamic and achieved great victories. After that, although there were still ac- 
complishments, we were again influenced by the reappearances of "leftist" mistakes. 
In 10 years of unrest, the Lin Biao and Jiang Ching counterrevolutionary cliques 
used this mistake, and pushed it to an extreme, doing unmeasurable damage to our 
socialist undertakings. In light of our "leftist" mistake during this period, re- 
examining the discourse of Comrade Zhou Enlai in opposition to "leftist" ideology 
has great educational value. In his article Comrade Zhou Enlai pointed out that 
at that time the Yangtze River Bureau was only afraid of mistakes of the right 

and not of those of the "left." We coincidently have been exactly the same. Due 
to the one sidedness of guiding ideology, we blindly believed that during the 
period of socialism the main dangerous tenJency within the party was toward the 
right, as if tendencies toward the "left" had already disappeared. And even if 
they did exist, they were only "left" in appearance and right in reality. We 

took the "left" and criticized it as the right, with the result that we created 

in practice a strong anti-right tendency, thereby moving us even more strongly 

to the "left." Comrade Zhou Enlai also criticized the Yangtze River Bureau for 
harboring the mistaken notion that "left is better than right." We also once 
viewed this mistaken notion as correct. And there was a paradoxical "theory" 

that was popular for many years. It went that "left" is a methodological prob- 
lem, right is a problem of standpoint; "left" is a question of how to conduct 

the revolution, right is a question of abandoning the revolution, and so on. 

This caused numerous cadres and masses to naturally come to the conclusion that 
"left" is better than right. 


In Marxism, worldview and methodology are one and the same. To artificially split 
them apart is mistaken in theory and harmful in practice. "Left" and right both 
involve questions of standpoint and methodology. You cannot conclude that one 
kind of mistaken tendency is a problem of standpoint, auc conclude that another 
kind of mistaken tendency is a problem of methodology. These two kinds of mis- 
taken tendencies are both characterized by a splitting apart of the subjective 
and the objective, and a separating of theory and practice. They both violate 
objective reality and depart from Marxism. The danger they create for revolu- 
tionary undertakings is just as Comrade Zhou Enlai pointed out: "You must know 
that rightist tendencies will obstruct the revolution and bring it to a final 
demise, and "leftist" tendencies will similarly obstruct the revolution and bring 
it to a final demise." 


At present we are studying and thoroughly implementing the Central Committees pol- 
icy concerning the readjustment of the economy. If we truly want to make this 
policy a reality, then we must keep firmly in mind the lessons of history, and 
thoroughly eliminate the evil influence of the "left" though guiding ideology. 
Only in this way can we bring about the smooth, progressive development of the 
four modernization constructions.

Regulations Disseminated

[Article: "State Council Approves Regulations on 1981 Student Recruitment for 
Higher Schools") 


[Text] XINHUA, Beijing, 15 Mar--Recently, the Ministry of Education 

called a National Higher School Student Recruitment Work Conference in Beijing 
and formulated the "Regulations on 1981 Student Recruitment for Higher Schools" 
(hereinafter referred to as "Regulations"). Upon approval by the State Council, 
they were transmitted to the various areas for study and implementation. 





The "Regulations" require that the applicants must be persons who support the 
Chinese Communist Party, have a deep love for the socialist motherland, observe 
law and discipline, are devoted to labor, and are determined to study dili- 
gently for the socialist modernization construction; that they must be senior 
middle school graduates or of equivalent academic level; that they must be of 
good health; that they must be unmarried; that they must not exceed 25 years 

of age (born after 1 September 1956). Upon certification by their own units, 
the age limit of those with good work manifestations and superior academic 
achievements may be extended to 28 (beginning with 1982, the age of the appli- 
cants may not exceed 25). Those applying for foreign language colleges and 
vocational schools must not be over 23 years of age (born after 1 September 
1958); the age limit of those applying for the foreign language departments of 
teachers’ colleges may be extended to 25 (born after 1 September 1956). The 
staff and workers of state and collective enterprise units may only apply after 
approval by their own units. Teachers of intermediate teachers’ schools and 
public operated middle and elementary schools may only apply for teachers’ 
colleges, but teachers of schools run by the local people are not so restrict- 
ed. 


The following persons may not apply: Enrollees of the second year or higher 
in staff and workers' and peasants’ higher schools under the leave-of-absence 
or semi-leave-of-absence system; current graduates, enrollees, and students 
leaving school without legitimate reasons of intermediate vocational and tech- 
nical schools (after working for 2 full years, the graduates of such schools, 
upon approval, may apply for the higher schools of their fields); enrollees 








in middle schools; those who were accepted by higher schools in 1958 but re- 
fused to accept the assignment, 


The applicants will register in the county (district) of their residence. 
Those applying for foreign language colleges or vocational schools may also 
apply concurrently for the liberal arts departments, The date of filing 
applications will be determined and announced by the student recruitment com- 
mittees of the various provinces, municipalities and autonomous regions. In 
their applications, the students may list five choices each of the key schools 
and general schools and two departments or specializations for each school. 


The "Regulations"point out that those provinces and autonomous regions which 
have already instituted preliminary selection should summarize experiences and 
continue to do so. Other provinces, municipalities and autonomous regions 
will decide for themselves whether they will hold a preliminary selection this 
year. 


The national unified examination will take place from 7 to 9 July, to be held 
in administrative divisions of the county level or above. For liberal arts 

and history departments (including foreign language), the subjects of examina- 
tion will be politics, Chinese, mathematics, history, geography and foreign 
languages; for science, engineering, agriculture and medicine, the subjects of 
examination will be politics, Chinese, mathematics, physics, chemistry, biology 
and foreign languages. This year, the foreign language examination result will 
be counted as 50 percent of the total points for college applicants. Whether 
it will be included in the total points for those applying for vocational 
schools will be decided by the various provinces, municipalities and autonomous 
regions. The proportion of foreign Language examination result will be con- 
tinuously raised in the future. The examination result of biology will be 
counted as 30 percent of the total points. For applicants to foreign language 
colleges, departments and specializations, they must take an oral, as well as 

a written, test. The result of the written test will be included in the total 
points; the result of the mathematics test will be considered as reference 
points. From 1983 on, the result of the mathematics test will be entirely 
included in the total points. 


The "Regulations" propose that, for higher schools or departments in minority 
autonomous regions where the classes are taught in the minority language, the 
autonomous regions will prepare the examination questions, hold the examina- 
tion and admit the students. The applicants will not take part in the national 
unified examination. Where graduates of minority middle schools using the 
minority language to teach classes apply for higher schools using Chinese, they 
must take the national unified examination. The Ministry of Education will 
prepare the examination questions for the Chinese language test, without trans- 
lation, and the answers must be in Chinese. The questions for other subjects 
(including the Chinese language portion for foreign language examination ques- 
tions) will be translated into the minority language, and the examinees must 
give the answers in their own language. While giving the examination on the 
Chinese language, the provinces and autonomous regions concerned may also give 
an examination on minority language and be responsible for preparing the 
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questions, The results of the Chinese and minority language coxaminations will 
be counted as 50 percent each in the total points, but the Chinese Language 
examination result must be up to the passing grade before admission. 


This year, the method that "only the examinee will be notified of the examina- 
tion results, which will not be published, and the examination papers will not 
be open for inspection" will remain effective, 


The "Regulations" demand that the examinees’ units must truthly reflect the 
conditions of the examinees and earnestly and conscientiously make a compre- 
hensive evaluation of their political attitude, ideological awareness and 
moral qualities. The health units of all levels must reinforce their leader- 
ship of the physical checkup of the examinees and appoint hospitals with rela- 
tively good facilities of the county level and above to perform such checkups. 
The physical checkup personnel must correctly master the standards of such 
checkups and consctentiously perform the work. The qualified provinces, muni- 
cipalities and autonomous regions may give a physical checkup of the examinees 
before the national unified examination. The standards of physical checkups 
for entrance to higher schools (including military academies and schools) will 
be published by the various areas. 


The principle of comprehensive consideration of the ethical, academic and 
physical aspects and selection of the superior for admission must be conscien- 
tiously implemented. The method of admission is as follows: Under the premise 
where the examinees are found qualified in their political investigation and 
physical checkup, selection of the superior for admission is carried out by 
dividing the examinees into sections according to their grades, taking into 
consideration the choices listed in their applications, giving attention to 

the examination results of the relevant subjects and making a comprehensive 
study of their ethical, academic and physical aspects. When dividing the 
examinees into sections according to their grades, the various provinces, muni- 
cipalities and autonomous regions must leave a margin of selection for the 
admitting colleges and schools. Where one of the Chinese and mathematic 
examination results of the examinees (the Chinese examination result of appli- 
cants to foreign language specializations) is substandard, such examinees must 
be placed in the lower grade section. The concrete requirements on Chinese | 
and mathematics will be decided by the various provinces, municipalities and 
autonomous regions according to the examination conditions. Where the examina- 
tion results are identical, those who were evaluated as "3-good students" for 

2 successive years, the student cadres whose work is positive and whose mani- 
festations are outstanding and those who have attained the physical training 
standards of the state among the current senior middle school graduates will 

be given preferential admissioa. 


The Regulations” also point out that, beginning in _981, the middle schools 
must set up files for students admitted to senior middle schools. The middle 


schools must truthfully record the following in the files: Comments on their 
conduct for the various semesters, results of their end-of-semester tests, 
whether they are student cadres and three-good students, their hobbies, spe- 
cial skills and aptitude in social activities, and awards and punishments. 





Their health and medical history and whether they have attained the standard 
of physical training of the state must be entered in their health record card, 
which is to be included in their files, for reference by the higher schools 
when considering their applications for admisvion, 


@ @Mhe “Regulations” strongly admonish against favoritiem and fraud and such un- 
healthy trends as “entering by the back door.” ‘The leading cadres of all 
levels must serve as models and observe party discipline and state law in an 
exemplary manner, Those who uphold principles and courageously resist the 
unhealthy trends must be supported and commended; those who fabricate charges 
and falsely accuse the good people must be conscientiously investigated and 
handled. The student recruitment personnel (including the admissions person= 
nel of the colleges and schools) and the cadres and physicians participating 
in political investigations and physical checkups must adhere to the princi- 
ples and refrain from favoritiem and fraud in any form. Incidents of favori-~ 
tiem and fraud, falsification of physical checkups and incidents of “entering 
by the back door,” when exposed and reported by the masses, must be conecien= 
tiously investigated and solemnly handled, and there must be disciplinary 
action, or even punishment according to law, for the serious cases. After 
enrolling, the schools must conecientiously reinvestigate the new students, 
and the admission of those unqualified or guilty of fraudulent conduct must be 
withdrawn. 


The "Regulations" hope that all areas will adopt manifold forme and strengthen 
the propaganda education on student recruitment. They must educate the broad 
examinees to correctly regard the issue of higher education. The middle 
schools must reinforce the ideological education of senior middle school 
graduates, actively guide them in listing their choices, and encourage them to 
apply for teachers’, agriculture and forestry, water conservation, coal mining, 
geology, and petroleum industry colleges and schools which train talents 
urgently needed by the state. 


The 1981 student recruitment of intermediate vocational schools will continue 
to follow the "Opinions on the 1980 Student Recruit of Intermediate Vocational 
Schools" commented on and communicated by the State Council. 


Recruitment Process Improved

[Article: “Responsible Person of Ministry of Education Discusses a Number of 
Improvements in the Student Recruitment of Higher Schools" | 


[Text] XINHUA, Beijing, 16 Mar--This vear the higher schools throughout the 
country plan to recruit 270,000 students. To implement the principle of 
comprehensive evaluatio: of the ethical, academic and physical aspects and 
selection of the superior for admission and to concretely assure the quality 
of the new students, there will be a number of improvements in the recruit- 
ment work this year. 


These were the words of a responsible person of the Ministry of Education 
when interviewed by a XINHUA reporter today. 
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According to the said responsible person, in the bigher school recruitment this 
year, the method of preliminary selection before the national unified examina~ 
tion will eontinue to be gradually introduced, The results of the preliminary 
selection last year in the seven provinces and regions in the country were 
good, The preliminary selection peeatly reduced the number of persons directly 
taking the higher school entrance examination, and made it possible to hold the 
examination in the county seate and mark the papers in the provincial capitals, 
making the work more meticulous and the selection more accurate. By making 
recommendations after the preliminary examination in the middle schools, the 
middle achoole are given the right to speak in the atudente' promotion to 
higher education, thereby not only making the selection of talents for the 
higher schools more accurate and remedying the deficiency of admission by one 
examination alone, but also encouraging the students to pay attention to the 
various subjects and the comprehensive development of the ethical, academic 
and physical aspects while in middle sehool. Wereafter, it is conceivable that, 
on the foundation of summarizing the experiences of preliminary examinations, 
we will gradually attain the stage of combining the examinees’ higher school 
entrance examination results and their general ethical, academic and physical 
conditions in middle school to determine their admission, thus enabling the 
middle schools to better implement the policy of comprehensive development of 


the ethical, academic and physical aspects. Therefore, the preliminary exami- 
nation is a directional reform and should be gradually introduced and expanded. 





On the admission of new students this year, according to the said responsible 
person, where the national key colleges and schools cannot assure the quality 
of recruitment when following the original recruitment plan in certain areas, 
they may transfer 20 percent of the planned quota to the better qualified pro- 
vinces, municipalities and autonomous regions. Therefore, a minimum admission 
grade line will no longer be drawn for the national key colleges and schools. 
The method of admission will also be improved this year. Within the same grade 
section, the schools may take into consideration the overall ethical, academic 
and physical conditions of the examinees and select the superior for admission. 
According to this provision, within the same grade section, it is possible for 
an examinee whose total grade is higher while his ethical and physical condi- 
tions are lower to be refused admission, while one whose total grade is lower 
while his ethical and physical conditions are better may be admitted. 


According to the said responsible person, beginning this year, senior middle 
schools will create the student file system to furnish information on the 
students’ ethical, academic and physical aspects to the higher schools for the 
admission of new students. The middle schools of all areas must conscientious- 
iy handle the evaluation of students and truthfully report their political mani- 
festations and ideological qualities. The higher schools must conscientiously 
consider such evaluations and reports and give attention to admitting three- 
good students. To promote the physical training of the students, where the 
grades are identical, those who have attained the physical training standards 
of the state may be given preferential admission. 


This year, there are also new requirements on the academic development of the 
examinees. Where the Chinese and mathematic examination results of examinees 
for Liberal arts and history departments and for science, engineering, agri- 
culture and medicine departments, and where the Chinese examination results of 
examinees for foreign language colleges and schools (departments) are not up 
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to the required standards, such examinees will be placed in a lower grade sec~ 
tion when their files are submitted to the admitting achoole. The purpose of 
this provision is to promote the teaching of Chinese and mathematica in middle 
achools and raise the level of basic knowledge of the atudentsa admitted to the 
higher schools. 


When discussing the aim to exhaust all means to complete the recruitment taske, 
the said responsible person said that, in the higher achoola throughout the 
country this year, there are no college graduates and only a emall number of 
vocational school graduates, If the figure of the planned recruitment this 
year is completed, there will be a net gain of 200,000 enrollees in the higher 
achools. It will require many new classroome, Laboratories and dormitories. 
For this reason, he hopes that the various departments and areas will make 
preferential arrangements for the capital conatruction needed by the higher 
schools thie year. The planning, capital construction and resources depart= 
mente must handle the capital construction of the higher schools as key pro=- 
jects. The various higher schools must overcome the difficulties, urge the 


students who can do so to be day students and vigorously complete the recruit- 
ment plan. The recruitment for the training classes held by the higher schools 
which is not included in the planned recruitment must be subordinated to the 
recruitment plan of the state. 


The said responsible person emphasized that, during the period of the national 
economic readjustment, it is impossible to greatly increase the number of stu- 
dents in our full-time higher schools. Therefore, the large number of examinees 
and the small number of admission constitute an objectively existing practical 
issue which must be correctly understood. The broad examinees must be taught 
to regard the issue of higher education correctly. Their parents, in particu- 
lar, must not blindly reproach their children who have failed the examination. 
In the socialist China, while passing the entrance examination to higher 
schools will provide the opportunity for advanced education, one can Likewise 
follow the path of studying by oneself and become a useful person even when 
failing the examination. The state es in the process of developing manifold 
forms of education, such as broadcasting, correspon’ence and television uni- 
versities. This year, after approval by the State council, some areas have 
experimentally introduced the system of giving examinations for those who 
study on their own. The state will recognize the a.ademic records of those 
who have passed such examinations and issue them graduation certificates, 
making it possible for them to utilize what they have learned. After gaining 
experience by experimental introduction, the method will gradually be expanded 
to the entire country. Thus, it opens wide the avenue of learning for the 
young people. The middle schools and student recruitment units of all areas 
must consider the work on examinees who have failed the examination as the key 
point in their ideological education, so that all the young people, whether 
successful or unsuccessful in entering higher schools, will establish lofty 
aspirations and great ideals, vigorously study for the socialist modernization 
of the motherland and, by different paths, march toward culture and science 
and make contributions to the four modernizations. 
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
